Aad in the lait 
place, if Movern Puitosoraias will pretend to write 
encomiums in Latin Fer/e upon a profelt enewy of all 
Revealed Religion, without underitanding either Latin 
Syntsx, or Proiody; it is commendable, I hope, for a man 
to thew his regard tor thatkind of Religion, by expofe- 
ing the furprizing ignorance of fuch conceited Poetaf- 
ters. There is indeed no very profound Erudition in 
fuch discoveries; yet they are of fome émportance, in 
that they plainly demonttrate, that the Erudition of a 
believer ds not quite fo /balicw as that of fome unbeliev- 
ers; who may be fo blind as to imagine themlelves maf. 
ters of a Language, or an Art, of which they know 
not fo much as the firlt*rudiments and principles ; and 
who confequently may be more miftaken in their great 
Opinion of their own knowledge in things of a much 
more difficult and abftrufe nature. 

He concludes this Paper with two Things, which he 
calls Epizrams; ove of which contains, as he affirms, @ 
foort and true Account of Wuo, firf, enroll’d, and then 
deft me in the lurch.
